St. Louis Will Have Relief From 
the Intense Heat by Tues- 
day Morning. . 


THUNDERSTORM DUE TO-NIGHT. 


Humidity and Torridity Com- 
bined to Make Sunday a 
Record-Breaker. 


ELEVEN PROSTRATIONS RESULT 


Mercury Started in to Do a Good 
Business Monday, but the 
Atmosphere Was Dry 
and Less Oppressive. 


There ie a cold wave in'the Northwest. 
Tt is headed for St. Louls and the coolness 
thereof will, so Observer Frankenfield says, 
be here Tuesday evening. Temperatures 
have fallen rapidly in that locality, a drop 
to 44 degrees being reported from some 
points where sizzling weather has been on 
‘tap for several days. . 

But the weather forecaster says St. 
Louilsans may expect relief from this in- 
tense heat even before the cool wave moves 
down with its invigorating breezes. He 
predicts that between 10 and 12 o'clock 
Monday night clouds will form above the 
horizon and gradually marshal their forces 
toward the meridian. Then, during the 
early morning hours of Tuesday, there will 
be a lively thunderstorm, accompanied by 
rain, which should cause the mercury to 
drop ten degrees. 

The cool wave will follow, and Mr. Frank- 
enfield says iinen suits wi!l be discarded 
Wednesday, and those employed at soda 
water fountains can take a day off. 

“Where is the thunder storm 
from?” the doctor was asked. 

“Nowhere in particular. It will be a local 
attraction and play an engagement for this 
vicinity only. My instruments tell me it is 
gathering, and I don't think there will be a 
miss the time."’

“But it wil] be warm enough this after- 
noon,” the Observer said Monday morning.

I expect a light breeze after sun- 
down and the sultriness of Sunday night 
will not be repeated. One great thing in 
favor of St. Louis to-day is the dryness 
of the atmosphere, the humudity being very 
low.”

What little wind crept over the city came 
from the South and was heat-laden. The 
mercury climbed steadily until 3 o'clock,

A SENSATION IN SCIENCE. 


The Inventor Has Demonstrated

LONDON, Aug. 2.-—-A Z-year-old lad 
named Marcon! has revolutionized teleg- 
raphy, has discovered a method of prevent- 
ing collisions at sea and has made communi- 
cation so certain, so superior to obstruc- 
tions devised by any enemy that the whole 
scheme of modern warfare may be changed 
thereby. 

Although much has been printed about 
him, absolutely the first authentic or au- 
thorized statement gvep for publication to 
anyone, not excepting representatives of the 
press of his native country, has been given 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent to-day. 

Marconi’s ‘‘wireiess telegraphy” has been 
the scientific sensation of the summer: Some 
experts have professed to laugh at it, but 
men who have investigated it have taken 
it very seriously. The governments of three 
nations have spent thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars experimenting w:th it, and 
each new experiment has developed new 
successes. 

Marconi, who reached London last night 


to prepare for the great experiment with this 
greatest wonder, said to me to-day: 

“The greatest distance to which we havea 
been able to transmit messages by the tele- 
graph without wires is twelve miles; but 
that by no means ig the limit of the instru- 
ments; it simply stgnifies that eXisting ap- 
pliances are not perfect. At Spezia I sent 
messages without wires from the San Bar- 
tolomeo Arsengl te the warship San Mar- 
tino, twelve miles out in the harbor, with- 
out difficulty, and with absolute accuracy. 
It was done before the royal commission. 
Official experiments will be renewed when 
I return to Italy in September. I have suc- 
cessfully experimented also -at the Italian 
Ministry of Marine and at the Quirinal 
before the King and Queen. 

“IT made the discovery almost by accident, 
I had been studying electrical phenomena 
three years, when two years ago I found 
that by putting Herz’s radiator to the earth, 
connecting it with a wire extended vertically 
in the air and repeating the process with a 
modified Bramley rece:ver, a current could 
be transmitted about one hundred yards 
without connecting the wires. Then I found 
that, without increasing the battery .power 
but by simply increasing the height of the 
vertical wire, the influence of the instru- 
ment extended over a distance increasing 
in geometrical ratio to the increased height 
of the wire. 

"The wire must extend into the air. A 
co'led wire helps only as the coil is high, 
not according to the length of wire In the 
coil. A wire inclined instead of vertical 
nas power equal only to that developed by a 
vertical wire as much as the distance taken 
up by the inclination. 

““A wire carried to the top of the high 
mast of a ship ought to enable the Captain 
to telegraph a considerable distance, figur- 


twelve miles in distance of communication. 
By the same process magazines could be ex- 
ploded in time of war from a great distance, 
— not possibly interrupt communica- 
tion. 

“It has been said that this would work 
both ways, that a current radiates in all 
directions from the sending instrument, 
and, therefore, that a message would go to 
the enemy's camp as well as to a friend’s. 
But this can onaity be prevented, ae I have 
proved, by means of electrical reflectors, 
which would arrest the progress of a mes- 
sage in all directions but one. 

“T am not certain that I shall ever be able 
to send messages across the Atlantic, but I 
can see no reason why I should not do so if 
I can increase the height of a vertical wire 
enough. I am just as much in doubt as 
you are as to the reason for this strange in- 
fluence of a vertical wire over the strength 
of a current in this new development of 
that most mysterious of all agents, elec- 
tricity. It will not cost more than half as 
much to install a telegraph system on my 
xylan as it would on the old system. The 
Ceraments are slightly more expensive, 
but I imagine a decrease in cost would be 
brought about by the absence of wire and 

oles.’’

STRUCK AN INNOCENT MAN. 


Testimony in Court Shows That 
Fred Massey Was Brutally 
Beaten Without Cause. 


Patrolman Dwyer’s assault upon Fred- 
erick Massey Saturday evening will prob- 
ably cause him trouble. Assistant City 
Attorney R. G. Meigs thinks the attack was 
unprovoked and says he will apply for a 
warrant, charging the officer with assault 
to kill. 

The report given out at the Sixth Dis- 
trict station Saturday, that Massey was in- 
terfering, could not be substantiated Mon- 
day morning in the Second District Police 
Court According to the police George Shel- 
ton and Mary Reynolds were arrested by 
Patrolmen Dwyer and Hancock at Pen- 
dleton and Kimberly avenues for fighting. 
Some one in the crowd threw stones at the 
officers. Annie Payne was arrested on this 
charge. 

Hancock accompanied the three prisoners 
in the wagon to the station. 

Massey says he did not then know of a 
fight, and was walking quietly along Maf- 
fitt avenue, near Taylor, when Dwyer came 
up. He says the policeman accused him of 
throwing stones and h.t him over the head 
with his club, inflicting a bad scalp wound, 
Another blow fell on his left forearm, snap- 
p.ng the bone. A cry for help brought Val- 
entine Arnold, a butcher at 4564 Kennerly 
avenue, to the scene. He says Dwyer 
whipped out his pistol and made everybody 
put up their hands. 

Massey couldn't raise his left high enough, 
the witness says, the policeenan jabbed him 
in the pit of the stomach with the gun. 

Dwyer then told Massey to get a doctor, 
but the man wouldn't do that, insisting on 
being taken to the Dispensary. 

It was brought out in court Monday that 
Dwyer had been found guilty in the Court 
of Criminal Correction for assault and bat- 
tery ona previous. occasion. 

He denied striking Massey, but could give 
no-explanation how he came by his injuries. 

Mr. Meigs took the stand for Massey and 
testified that the negro’s reputation was of 
the best in the neighborhood. 

Both defendants, Massey and 
woman, were discharged.

George Neurenberger of Lenzburg, IIl., ts 
not expected to live through the day. His 
skull was crushed Sunday, when his son 
dealt him a terrific blow with an iron ham- 
mer. 

The blow was struck by the boy in de- 
fense of his mother. 

Neurenbherger keeps a saloon and has been 
a terror to the village. His lNcense ex- 
pired Saturday and the town authorities re- 
fused to renew it because of frequent 
crawls in his place, 

He was drinking Sunday afternoon. He 
tried to pick a row with several different 
men, but they were all afraid of him. 

Without provocation he assaulted his 
wife. She fied from him, but he caught her 
in a room back of the saloon and pressing 
her against the wall, choked her until she 
turned black in the face. 

His son Julius, who is employed in St. 
Louis, was spendi Sunday at home. He 


/ tried to pall ni ther off, but was no 


mateh for the drink-crazed man. 

Seeing that his mother would certainly 
be killed, the lad picked up a hammer and 
atruck his father on the side of the head 
with all his might. The skull was crushed. 
A piece of straw hat was driven into his 
head. 

Neurenburger fell with a groan to the 
floor and did not move. He has been un- 
conscious ever since. Two doctors have 
been in attendance all the time. They say 
the man cannot possibly recover. 

The son was ‘mot arrested. The village 
Constable started to lock hie up, but the 
villagers raised such a protest that he was 
allowed to remain free pending his father's 
death. 

He is said to be a peaceable, hard-work- 
ing boy, and public sentiment Just files him, 
He is almost crazed over the affair.

Smoke was pouring from 
the stacks at the Wilderman, St. Clair, 
Richland, Hippert’s, Donk Bros.’ and sey- 
eral others. 

The 5 o'clock whistle is the 
“get up." All the strikers who 
turned over for another nap 
Freeburg men.

He was about to 
do so when he saw tne consular shield hang- 
ing above. Refusing to assume the respon- 
sibility under the circumstances, the busi- 


ness momentarily came to an end. 

“The creditor complained that his order 
was not obeyed. He requested the notary to 
report and then consulted the Prefect of the 
Superior Court as to what snould be re- 
quested to furnish the force necessary for 
tne strict compliance with the order of the 
Judge, and with a reiteration of the origi- 
nal order for breaking any door, whe her 
with a Consular shie d or without, there was 
no further hesitation. 

“When the breakage of eight doors had 
placed every room at his disposal, the notary 
drew up a list of articles indicated by the 
creditor, and, having cone uded the opera- 
tion, he left the house, with the sw.diers ac- 
companying him, leaving as sole posses-or 
of everything it contained Consul Clark's 
most bitter enemy, his creditor, and the 
scum of the town, who had gathered to 
participate in the pijlage. These men, ac- 
companied by others of the same kind, were 
left to themselves, and, of course. took 
what they pleased.

The West River Is Now Ready for 
Trade and Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2.—Alfred

DR. KINGSBURY AT THE HEAD. 


Knows All’ About the Country, 
Where He Staked a Claim 
Several Years Ago. 


There is a small party of St. Louisans— 
the number probably does not exceed half 
a dozen—who expect to~become rich with 
the gold of the Klondike River. 

Dr. W. N. Kingsbury of the Chemical 
Building and 13 North GarnNson avenue is 
at the head of the party. He will not di- 
vulge the names of the others who will 
furnish the capital to develop the claim, 
provided one is struck that is worth devel- 
) oping. 


| Dr. Kingsbury is 


confident that such a 
| claim will be found. His syndicate two 
;}months ago “grub staked’’ a prospecting 
| party of six miners, who are now well on 
their journey to the gold fields. 

“The Alaskan winter will soon set in,” 
said Dr. Kingsbury, Monday morning, ‘‘and 
our men will be on the ground before that 
time. So you see we are really about six 
months ahead of the great rush.”’ 

The doctor had returned from a West- 
ern trip only a few hours when the Post- 
Dispatch reporter saw him. The _ future 
Croesus would not tell where he had been 
and to what extent his trip had to do with 
| his mining ventures. But he wore a smile 
as if to say: 

“Everything is lovely. I can see my 
finish now in a big room so full of gold 
chunks ‘and bags of dust I can hardly get in 
myself.’’ 

The doctor has a great advantage over 
most people who think of casting their lots 
on the frozen soll of the Klondike region. 
He has been there himself, or thereabouts, 
and he knows the country. He is so much 
at home on Alaskan topics he says Ton- 
dike instead of Klondike. 
| That is a point worth noting by sticklers 
‘for pronunciation and the class of enter- 
'tainers who want to give out the impres- 
| sion they have been everywhere. 

If you want folks to think from your talk 
that you have traveled up in that country 
you must say Tondike. The natives and 
adopted inhabitants say Tondike. The na- 
tives are clumsy of tongue and can't say 
Klondike. 

Incidentally Tondike is two Indian words. 
Ton means leaf and dike means river. Just 
why thé stream should be called ‘Leaf 
River’ is not exactly plain. No one ever 
accused it of having beautiful shaded 
banks. 

Dr. Kingsbury was the surgeon for a par- 
ty of ten sent by the Government a few 
years ago to determine the Eastern boun- 
dary of Alaska at the intersection of the 
Yukon Hiver. The expedition was known 
the Yukon River party, sent by the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

There was another St. .Louisan ‘nthe 
party. He was John E. McGrath and he 
was in charge of the expedition as chief 
astronomer. Mr. McGrath has several broth- 
ers and s‘stergs who still live here. 

The expedition left San Francisco in May, 
1889, id the party returned in September, 
1891. “he eastern boundary was fixed at 
the l4lst meridian and longitude, but for 
some unacountable reason Congress, to 
whom the report of the expedition was 
made, has never acted upon the matter.

ILLINOIS RAILROAD REPORT. 
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The Mileage’Has Increased 282 
Miles in the Past Year. 


Special to the Pwust-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, DDL, Aug. 2.—The twen- 
ty-sixth annual report of the Illinois Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, has made its ap- 
pearance. The report shows the total rail- 
road mileage in the State to be 15,925 miles 
of track, an increase of 282 miles over the 
previous year. The total expenditures for 
operating expenses by the roads during the 
period covered by the report amounted to 
$49,524,677. On the entire lines of the roads 
reporting to the commission were 226,275 
employes, and their aggregate annual sal- 
ary was $121,885,584, this including, however, 
employes outside of the State. The total 


number tf employes in Illinois was 72,246, 
or about seven employes per mile of road, 
and their aggregate salaries amounted to 
$40,762,247. The following table shows the 
division of employes:

DIE WITH THEIR BOOTS ON. 


About Four Per Cent of the Pop- 
ulation Meet Déath by Mur- 
der or Suicide.

CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., Aug. 2.—Crip- 
ple Creek, Colo., awakes to find itself 


famous with a grim and ghastly fame. 
According to the official figures of Coroner | 
Marlow of EA Paso County, Cripple Creek | 
is the deadliest spot on earth. It is a place | 
where men “die with their boots on’’ more | 
numerously than anywhere else within the 
limits of civilization. Human life is cheap 
indeed out here. Mining is commonly called 
its leading industry, but the undertaking 
business must run it pretty close. 

The total population of Cripple Creek is 
not over 6,000. At the unusual ratio of one 
adult man to three minors or women there 
are not over 1,200 adult men in this death- 
ridden town. One adult man out of every 
six and a half, then, in Cripple Creek Is 
booked for a violent death within three 
years and a half. 

Isn’t this the toughest town in the United 
States? A few comparisons will prove that 
it is. Murder is a commonplace and sul- 
cide a conventional] here. 

Comparing the murder and suicide  fig- 
ures given by Coroner Marlow with those 
of the whole United States the result is 
startling. There were about 8,000 murders 
in the entire country last year. The total 
population of the United States is about 
65,000,000. The murder rate, therefore, is 
about one in every 8,125 of the population 
per annum. Cripple.Creek’s murder rate is 
eleven in 5,000 annually. At the killing 
pace set in this American slaughter-house 
there would be 154,000 murders every year 
in the United States instead of 8,000. In 
other words, Cripple Creek is scoring at 
least sixteen times as many murders every 
year as the average score of the whole 
country. Coroner Marlow says nobody has 
been either hanged judicfaMy or extrajudi- 
cially for any of the thirty-eight murders 
committed in Cripple Creek! since January, 


. 


The suicide returns of this town compare 
with those of the whole country with 
equally pone sehr effect. The number of 
suicides reported in the United States aver. 
ages about 1,400 per year. At the Cripple 
Creek rate of thirteen suicides per year in 
a population of 5,000 the annual number of 
suicides in the United States would be about 
169,000. In other words, the suicide ratio of 
Cripple Creek to the rest of the country is 
120 to 1. 

It was far safer to be in the ranks of the 
Union armies during our great civil war 
than to livé in Cripple Creek to-day. In 
the bloody battles of that four years’ strife 
fewer men were Killed relatively to the num. 
ber engaged than have died by some form 
of violence or other in Cripple Creek in the 
ast three and a half years. -The total num- 
er of Union soldiers killed on the battle- 
fields of our great civil war was 67,0658. he 
total number of Union soldiers engaged in 
those battles was 2,326,330. The ratio of 
therefore, to the 
number engaged was about one in every 
thirty-four in four years. The Cripple 
Creek rat'o of killed is Dl to 56,000 every 
three and a half years, which is nearly one 
in every twenty-five.

The Greatest Mine Operator in the World Tells the 
Post-Dispatch About Klondike. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—J. R. De Lamar of this city is the greatest gold mine 
operator in the world. He is worth $30,000,000 and has an income of $80,000 a 
month from mines alone. His investments are chiefly in Utah and Nevada. 
Asked to give his-opinion on the riches of Klondike, he furnished the following 
to be wired to the Post-Dispatch: 


The mines are wonderful, but probably not so wonderful as represented. I 
have seen men from the region, men I Know, and I have thoroughly probed 
the facts. 

First, it is foolish to start for Alaska now. Mén who have spent years there 
tell me that the Yukon River is closed now by drought. No steamers can go 
up after the middle of July. The only way to go is afoot over Chilcoot Pass. 
If you start that way you will have to walk 2,500 miles and each man has to 
carry all his provisions for a year. There is no well-defined trail. You have to 
walk over moss on an average three feet deep, through which one sinks six 
inches every step. 

There are blizzards which last several days. Then it is necessary to dig holes 
in the snow and stay there until the blizzard is over. The Klondike can never 
be compared to California, because living there is so difficult. Only the richest 
Klondike ground can be worked, Mr. Alvin Pierce tells me, because wages are 
$15 to $20 a day and miners are now paying $10 per day for board. He tells me 
provisions are sure to be short this winter on account of the great rush of 
people and the lack of supplies. The Canadian Government has passed laws dur- 
ing the past few days hostile and injur.ous to mining. It never favored a great 
influx of miners from this country. The government levies a tax of 10 per 
cent on claims that produce less than $5@ a month and 20 per cent on all over 
that. Besides that, the worst and most unjust law ever inflicted upon a min- 
ing community was passed a few days ago, segregating every alternate claim 
for the government. I doubt if half the people there have any title to their claims, 
and many who come home will find themselves without claims on their return. 
There is nothing in Canadian mining law to prevent such atrocious legislation. 

Under these laws it will be difficult for Americans to retain possegsion of any 
property bought, or to keep the gold they find in the Klondike.

In the special Washington dispatch to 
yesterday's Sunday Post-Dispatch it was 
announced that the Senate Committee on 
Cofimerce, authorized to examine into 
the causes of floods in the Mississippi 
River and to report a feasible plan to 
prevent them, will meet in St. Louis 
Sept. 5, 

While the committee is charged pri- 
marily with the investigation of floods, 
the scope of its work is not limited to this 
subject. It is authoritatively stated that 
it will make an exhaustive examination 
of the whole subject of river improve- 
ment, with a view of outlining the course 
of Congress in the future. The meeting 
in this city is one of a series to be held 
in the principal cities of the Mississippi 
Valley. 

It will offer an opportunity for St. 
Louis to get a hearing from Congress in 
behalf of the Mississippi River which 
should be utilized to the utmost. The 
river improvement situation is critical. 
Speaker Reed has openly expressed his 
hostility to improvement work and has 
shown this hostility in a practical man- 
ner by ignoring the claims of the river 
interests in the appointment of the 
House Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors. Missouri is not represented on that 
committee. 

In order to place the subject properly 
before the Senate committee and to make 
effective advocacy of the interests of the 
Mississippi Valley careful preparation is 
necessary.

‘THE BURDELL ASSASSINATION. 


Oakley Hall Does Not Credit the Story 
Told by Wood. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Former District 
Attorney A. Oakley Hall, who conducted 
the prosecution of Mrs. Emma Cunning- 
ham for the murder of Dr. Harvey Burdell 


on the night of Jan, 3, 1857, does not be- 
lieve the story told in’ Chcago by Wm. 
Wood of Mrs. Cunningham's confession. . 

Mr. Half said: “I visited the scene of 
the murder at W o'clock on the morning the 
body was discovered and made a 
examination. The appearances ; 
that Dr. Burdel? had been sitting at 
desk writing. Some unfinished writing 
was found. He had been stabbed in the 
back and had started for the door of t 
room: where his body was discov 
There was some blood on the floor near 
the chair, and a spurt of blood on the door 
amb and wall. This had evidently come 
rom the mortal wound, which severed the 
jugular vein, and the position of the spray 
of blood showed that it must have een 
Struck by a left-handed person while he 
was on his feet. There was rio dentist's 
chair in the house nor were there any den- 
tist's tools there. His office was in Broad- 
way. 

“There was no stab wound in his heart, 
All the wounds were from behind, show- 
ing that he had never faced his assailant. 
They were such blows as a woman might 
have struck and we proved that Mrs, Cun- 
ningha was left-handed. Eckel proved a 
complete alibi before the Coroner. The story 
says that Mrs, Cunningham came from 
California to confess. After she was ac- 
quitted of the murder she was lock up 
on the charge of bringing forward a false 
heir to Dr. Burdell’s estate... Then she had 
to remain a year here to begin proceedings 
as to the widow. She went to California 
and married the ‘Copper King of the South 
Pacific.’ She died under another name 
than that which she bore at the time of the 
murder. Those who knew all the facts In 
the case believed that Dr. Uhl, another 
lodger in the house, was involved in it and 
that the stabbing was-done with one of his 
instruments, He killed himself in the 
Andes soon afterward.”’

Bright and early Monday morning Whe- 
less appeared before Judge Filitcraft, in 
whose court the divorce was granted, and 
asked for a writ of habeas corpus. After 
hearing the evidence the judge at once is- 
sued the writ, making it returnable August 
5. Deputy sheriffs started at 10 o'clock to 
serve it. 

Whether Dean knew of these 
ings is unknown.

Relief Association Convention 
Breaks Up in a War 
of Words. 


HALF THE MEMBERS BOLT. 


Decision Regarding a Tie Vote 
Proved a Cause for 
Much Trouble. 


There was a hot time in the old Dtis- 


occasion was the annual election of officers 
of the Police Relief Association from 
among the members of the force in the 


Central District. 
The convention of patrolmen was called 


to order at 10 o’clock in the assembly room 
in the basement of the Four Courts. Chair- 
man Maloney had the most exciting time of 
his fe in trying to keep the members in 
order. It is no exaggeration to say that 
at one time the scene resembled that of the 
Democratic convention held last fall in the 
Masonic building. 

When the vote cast was announced bed- 
lam broke loose, the rabid partisans of 


the candidates frantically denouncing the 
friends of the two successful ones and 
shoutine themselves hoarse in an endeavor 
to compel the Chairman to call the elec- 
tion off and take a new ballot. } 

The contest was spirited and the friends 
of the candidates had conducted an aggres- 
sive campaign for weeks prior to the elec- 
tion. Consequently when the balloting was 
being conducted there was high feeling 
among those present, and at one 
time during the proceedings it looked 
as though several of the more 
hot-blooded would have a personal 
encounter. Cooler heads  preventéd any 
eerious outbreak, but the dissatisfac- 
tlon with the result of the election was s0 
intense that fully one-half of those present 
bolted the convention, refused to accept the 
result and announced that they would hoid 
another election. 

As the case now stands, the certificates 
issued to the successful candidates will be 
bitterly contested before the Police Relief 
Association committee when it meets, 

The meeting was called to order by Of- 
ficer Riedy, treasurer of the association, 
and a chairman was balloted for. Harry 
Moloney was declared elected, after a close 
ballot. 

Upon taking the cha?rr, Moloney an- 
nounced that two members were to be 
elected, and at as there were four can- 
didates in the fleld, the candidate receiving 
the lowest number of votes on the first bal- 
lot would be dropped and the one receiving 
the highest number on the first ballot de- 
clared elected. Another ballot was then to 
be taken to elect the second member. 

The four candidates in the field were Wm. 
Riedy, Patrick White, Patrick Flanagan 
and Harry Kennedy. On the first ballot 
Riedy and Flanagan each received fifty- 
five votes out of a total of ninety-nine.’

SUMMER REPAIRING 


Contracts Awarded by the Build- 
ing Committee of the Board 
of Education. 


COMPLETION OF NEW RULES. 


A Discrepancy Between the Tax 
Bills Given to Ziegenhein and 
Collector Wenneker. 


The Building Committee of the Board of 
Education met Monday morning and gave 
its approval to Commissioner Ittner’s report 
on the bids for general summer repairs. 

There were 110 bids, on which the commit- 
tee spent much time and labor, and which 
will be reported to Monday’s meeting of the 
board. The contracts let are thus aggre- 
gated: 

Carpenter repairs, $1,498.73; painting and 
glazing, $1,401; whitening and plaster patch- 
ing, $1,720.58; brick work, $208; plumbin 
$186.75; plastering, $454; electric work, $150: 
composition roofing, $231.50; slate roofing, 
$68.50; sheet metal, $385.25. Total,’ $6,316.03. 

‘These do not iInclude,”’ says the Commis- 
sioner, ‘“‘such repairs as necessitated spe- 
cial drawings and plans. They will bring 
the sum total of repairs to $10,000 or less, 
which Is a heavy reduction over former ex- 
penses.”’ 

“The best of is,” said President Coste, 
‘‘we have practically done everything that 
was suggested by the principals of all the 
schools, and given attention to all the re- 
pairs that were needed.”’ 

Monday night’s meeting of the board will 
be more important than interesting. 

When the repair contracts are approved 
the board will have before it the new rules 
in pamphlet form for adoption. There are 
no apparent striking changes except the 
one requiring proof of inab‘lity to pur- 
chase by applicants of free books. 

“Mr. Bay is making good progress,”’ says 
President Coste, ‘‘on the work of examining 
into the tax bills. We have eg found 
a big discrepancy between the bills pre- 
sented to Collector Ziegenhein and those 
now in possession of Collector Wenneker.

SLAVES IN ILLINOIS. 


How the Slavery System Disappeared 
Over There. 


From the Washington Post : 

“Illinois was nominally ‘a free state, and 
yet there were a good many negroes held 
in bondage there prior to 1844," said Mr. C. 
W. Morr:s, of Chicago, at the Ebbitt. “My 
grandfather had about 100 slaves and my 
father possessed a small bunch. It was due 
to Lyman Trumbull that the system played 


out in Illinois. It was while he was a young 
lawyer in St. Clair County that the incident 
happened that caused the abolition of the 
traffic in human property. 

“A client walked into his office in Belle 
ville one day and said that he wanted to 
get Trumbull to help him out of a diffi- 
culty. He had been sued for non-payment 
of a debt, amounting to $400. He owed the 
money and was wi py! to pay ft, but it 
was absolutely out of his power to settle 
at once and the creditor refused to give 
him any more time. If a little time were 
given he could easily square the debt.

Home by a Broken Ankle. 


DANGER OF BLOOD-POISONING. 


Wouldn’t Permit Amputation, 
Though Dr. Bernays Thought 
It Was Necessary. 


For four months Lee Meriwether, ex-State 
Labor Commissioner and late independent 
mayoralty candidate, will De confined to his 
home with his left leg in a plaster paris 


cast. 

While taking a short spin on his bicycle 
in Forest Park Sunday night he met with 
a serious accident. 

He was riding slowly along King’s high- 
way, just north of the Clayton road, An- 
other rider directly in front of him turned 
out suddenly to avoid a scorcher who had 
wheeled into the road. Mr. Meriwether 
was unable to avoid the fiyer and they 
collided. Both men were knocked from 
their wheels. Mr. Meriwether’s full weight 
was thrown on his left foot and the bones 


snapped above the ankle. 

Both the febula and the shin bone were 
broken and the jagged edge of the latter 
protruded through the flesh and stocking 
and was dragged through the dirt and 
gravel of the roadway. The scorcher quick- 
ly remounted his wheel and rode away un- 
injured. 

Mr. Meriwether was placed in a park 
wagon and driven to r. Bernay’s resi- 
dence. The surgeon saw the ser ous nature 
of the injury and said if he owned the in- 
jured member he would have it cut off. 
Mr. Meriwether would not hear of ampu- 
tation. Dr. G. W. Browne was called into 
consultation and assisted Dr. Bernays in 
cleansing the broken bones and setting 
them in plaster Paris. 

Great diligence had to be exercised as the 
protruding bone, which came in contact with 
the street, afforded great danger of blood 
poisoning. 

After the operation Mr. Meriwether was 
removed to his home, 3716 Delmar boulevard. 
Three days agoa little stranger had arrived, 
and the news of Mr. Meriwether’s mishap 
was kept from his wife. 

Monday she was told of the accident, but 
its serious nature was kept from her. 

After visiting his — Monday morning 
Dr. Bernays said that he was hopeful Mr. 
Meriwether would pull through without se- 
rious results. 

“It is one of the worst fractures I ever 
saw,” he said. ‘“‘Both bones were jagged and 
splintered, and the shin bone was covered 
with dirt, where it had been jabbed into the 
roadway. 

“There is every chance in the world of 
blood polsoning. Even the weather is 
against Mr. Meriwether, but he has a splen- 
did constitution, which he has never abused, 
and I have strong hopes that blood poison- 
ing will not develop. 

“T did not urge amputation. It was Mr. 
Meriwether’s wish that his foot be saved.

“His recovery then would only be a mat- 
ter of a few weeks, and artificial limbs are 
so perfect nowadays that fio one would 
the wiser. 

‘Without amputation he is running great 
risk: It will be four months at least be- 
fore he can leave the house, and the foot 
will always be st ff.’’ 

Mr. Meriwether could not: be seen Mon- 
day, as the doctor feared that the least ex- 
citement would develop fever. 

His father, Mr. Minor Meriwether, des- 
cribed the accident as deta‘led above and 
said no effort would be made to locate 
the scorcher who was responsible for the 
accident. 

Mr. Meriwether’s long confinement will 
remove a noted character from political 
c'rcles. He was the head and center of the 
late opposition to the new Democratic City 
Central Committee. He has a large and 
enthusiastic personal following. Aside from 
his political prominence Mr. Meriwether 
is known the country over as a writer on 
economic questions, and is the author of 
several books of travel.
